by M/s. Oil and Natural Gas Corporation Ltd., (ONGC Ltd) Mumbai Region, Well 
Logging Section, Priyadarshini, 5 th Floor, -Eastern Express Highway, Sion 
Mumbai-400022 (the ONGC Ltd) to the Department of Explosives for permission 
to import certain explosives by air from USA for oil exploration puiposes;

806 (E).— Whereas the Central Government has received a 
proposal made by M/s. GeoEnpro Petroleum Limited, A-56, 2 Floor, 
Kailash Colony, New Delhi-110048 to the Department of Explosives for 
permission to import certain explosives by air from USA for oil exploration 
purposes; 

And, whereas the Department of Explosives is satisfied that the 
proposed import of explosives shall be used for oil exploration purposes 
and, therefore, necessary exemption may be granted from the purview of 
sub-rule(2) of rule 31 of the Explosives Rules, 1983 (herein referred to as 
the said rules) which prohibits import or export of explosives specified 
herein by air; 

And, whereas the Director General of Civil Aviation has in exercise 
of powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 3 of the Aircraft (Carriage of 
Dangerous Goods) Rules, 2003, granted necessary permission with certain 
conditions to the above Company to carry such explosives by air vide their 
permit number. 136-DG/2005 dated 07.04.2005 valid upto 30.09.2005; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section 
(2) of section 14 of the Explosives Act, 1884 (4 of 1884), and on the 
recommendations made by the Department of Explosives and the Director 
General of Civil Aviation, the Central Government hereby exempts the 
above company from the provisions of sub-rule(2) of rule 31 of the said 
rules, for import of the following explosives, the items and quantities of 
which are specified in the Table below, by air from M/s. S.R.C.

2. The explosives mentioned in the table shall be imported subject to the 
following conditions, namely:- 

(1) necessary clearances are obtained from the Director General of Civil 
Aviation and the Airports Authority of India and conditions, if any, 
imposed by the said authorities shall be complied with; 

(2) explosives conforming only to Division 1.4 of the Division relating to 
class 1 Explosives falling under 3.1 of section 3 of 37 th Edition of the 
International, Air Transport Association Dangerous Goods Regulations, 
which became effective on 1 st January, 1996 shall be imported;
